Christmaa and New Year's shop 
plutr came to aa end yeatenUy for 
ArcMid, "the otustve Pimpernell" and 
alleged Unlvenitjr ca«trtli]ef, wben 
DetecUveii LoborgB and Sloan march 
od Wm off to the "roceptiou hall." 
The French-Canadian young man waa 
nashlly dreased in "hla laUat." and, 
when brought before the chief, told 
the latter wltli tho greatest nonchal 
ance to look no further that he had 
stolen all the coata himaelf.

On nis 
arrival at the church the Rev. George 
Adam noticed that be was not well, 
and urged him to return' home. Sir 
William persisted In fulfilling hie en- 
gagement, but ihad to Ibe assisted onto 
the platform. During the singing of 
the first hymn he collapsed and had 
to be taken to the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital. His condition for some time 
vraa very critical, bnt eventually he 
recovered sufficiently to ^return to 
England. 

In the following April Sir William 
resigned as Principal of McOill Uni- 
versity after 24 years spent at the 
University which he loved and whoae 
.'^reatnosa be had helped to make. On 
his retirement he was voted an allow- 
ance of £4,000 a year by the execu- 
tive cominitloe . of the Carnegie 
Foundation. 

Sir William Peterson, . K.C.M.O..

McGlll University from May, 189Ô, 
wh<>n he succeeded the late Sir Wil- 
liam Dawson, to April 4, 1919, when 
iie resigned.

Tbe great war revealed how wide- 
spread .ore venereal diseases amongst 
the'eiVinona. Before tbe conflict, the 
abeonee df accurate atatlltics had hid- 
den the true situation. Save the 
members of tbe medical profession, 
rare were those wbo had an exact 
Idea of it. In the United States, when 
thé general ' levy took place,*' the o\- 
amlnattoh of tbe recruits enabled the 
physicians to note the alarming prev- 
alence of venereal dlaeaso cases, and 
as a result to compute reliable 
ttatistica. 

The eame investigation by- all the 
nations at war produced similar re- 
sults. With reason, people wsre 
mov«d t)y Ihrjie existing facts, so that 
th«y reallMd that the condition. bRd 
as It wait, was bound to become wor^e 
when the soldiers would return to 
clYlllan life, and it would be furtna'- 
morei aggravated by the new condi- 
tions of life created as the result of 
the war. 

Once the danger was realize^l, 
everywhere the 'ptibllo autborltiiis. 
animated with' the praiseworthy de- 
sire -of- protecting their populations, 
energetically eet theraselvea at work 
and organised campaigns against th a 
Invading scourge. 

In America, the United States waa 
tbe first to oppose venereal diseases 
by means of scientific organization. 

Canada, likewise, took great part 
in this humane and phllanthrovlc 
movement.;- A Congress of Hygienlsts 
from ail' over ttie"country was con- 
vened 'at' Ottawa,' <under the auspices 
of the Pedertl'Oovernment,- and ru- 
vealed the ravages exercised by these 
diseases amongst our population, and 
they also pointed out the urgent no- 
oesslty of warrinii against them. By 
unanimous' ogreSment, the members 
passed- a resolution that^tmrnedlate 
action was ns^|.i7 to cbeclr.tbe ea- 
oroachlng evil, i 

Immediately the Government of- 
fered the Provinces an important sub- 
sidy In order to help tjhem in the 
institution of on- anti-venereal catti-' 
palgn. 

The Government of our Provine'n 
answering this Invllalton, voted the 
Heoesiary fund*, si»"* virtue of a 
by,-ta,w.pacsed,at the last meeting of 
the. Législature, charged a committee 
of three mem^bers selected from the 
Superior Board of Health to carry on 
a campaign against the venereal dis- 
ease problem. A director and an 
assistant director,, appointed bf the 
Gorernment, are expreswdly entruscr 
od vtUb ifi.p ÇÎVi? o.rganj^lng . and 
proMciittng the,,(;»mi?algn, the plans 
Qf .whlcb include: 

1. The establlrtiment and upkeep' 
o? faboratoriea where the most modern 
and scientific motbods of 'bacterlolosy- 
eid aerology are placed at the disposal 
of the physicians of the Pn«y^Dce (or 
confirming their diagnosis; this ser-- 
vice will be rendered gratuitously, bo 
that the. scientific tr.eatnv^nt oecei-

cesslbla to all .purses. 

2. The establishment of dispen- 
saries where the needy will be treated 
gratuitously. 

3. An active-campaign of instruc-

It 
speaks In a universal language— 
the language of the heart Never- 
theless, it ampheslcea the Import- 
ance of common speech. Here we 
have another parallel 'between tlie 
two flags that this occasion honor.s. 
■ "The English language belongB to 
UB both. To dishonor either flag Is 
to shame the speech they repre- 
sent. The language of Shakespeare,' 
Cbaucer, Tennyaon and Browning 
belongs to America. The tofigu'e of 
Emeraoo, l/ongfellow, UTilttier ^nd 
Holmeiv belongs to Britain. Who 
can meaauro the power of a com- 
mon llteraturo for a literature con- 
tains the customs and' the habits, 
the hopes and the ideals of a peo- 
ple. The songs of a nation are 
more potent than Its lawi». Some 
one ha« written — 'I care hot who 
may make tho laws of a nation it T 
may write its songs,' Can. anyone 
add up the influence of Bobby Bums 
upon ScoUand, of Tom Moora' upon 
Ireland, of "Wordsworth upon Bng- 
land? These' "names emblazoned 
upon the fia».' - The bid symb'St Is 
full of -poetry and mifMe. lii'verjc 
threads are slflngs ùpïm which min- 
atrels thrummed' -their' layv. The 
iiiun who reàdé 'and appreciates Dic- 
kens who is stirred by the songs of 
Byron and Shelley, who hears In his 
own tojigiie the magnificent Ideals 
of the Immortals, m\ist uncover his 
head at the sight of the emblem which 
tolls the nation from which tbey 
sprung. 

"There is a great unifying force 
in a common language. - Tberp is a 
great hindrance to the peace, and 
progress of - the, people - when divers 
u^ngues are spoken.

India would find in her 
multlpllpd tongues a serious obsta- 
cle to SL'lf Kovernmont. Because the 
flags. of Britain and America repre;

"'The blood of the martyrs Is the 
seed of the nation.' .

Britlah and Ameri- 
can troope stood on tb« Western 
Pronli In t. common cause. They 
sIpi'P «ide liy *ide in common graves 
A new glory has been added to their 
national sj-mbols and forevermore 
there muit be a neutrality of respect. 
To b«.Te shared in the same agony, 
to have contributed to a common 
victory. Surely here I» a high rea- 
son for a mutual respect and confi- 
dence and affection. At all events. 
It will silence forever any suspicions 
of coming hoetillty and will open the 
ayes to a glorious vision ot future 
iwity. 

A Common Cause. 

"The lata wan demonstrated the 

strength which a common enterprise 
engenders. if there was need for 
these two great peoples to Btand to- 
gether during the great war when a 
monstrous evil threatened the world, 
is the need any less to-day when 
tides of revolnUou are threatening 
to sweep away the foundations of our 
clvllltation? Think yoU that our 
purpose is fully achieved? Is the 
common sacrifice effective? Have 
our roeo died In valnV If there is 
not an honeet effort made by the 
natidhe who won the ^^ctory to pre- 
vent the recurrence of so hideous a 
disaster, then the war was waged in 
vain. The future peace of the world 
depends upon the co-operation of the 
Anglo-Saxon people. 'What do these 
flags stand for? la there any con- 
flict In their ideals? Has not. liberty 
been the watchword of both nations? 
Havp they not both stood in the past 
fls protectors against every form of 
injustice snd wrong? Is there any 
friction between 'Empire' as Inter- 
preted by Britain and 'democracy' as 
repré'sented by the United States? 

"England is the finest definition of 
democracy In history. She has al 
ways stood for freedom and Justice 
just as_truly as America. ^Vherçver 
the old Union Jack has gone, the 
people haire enjoyed a larger measure 
of liberty. Witness South Africa, 
Australia, India. ^Tierever that ban 
ner has been carried It has meant 
larger opportunity for every man. 

"When an Ayrshire miner becomes 
Prime Minister ot Australia; when 
Sir Joeeph Cook, another miner, 
reaches the highest office of state; 
when Mr. Hughes and Lloyd George 
rise from the ranks to supreme posi- 
tions in the state— what belter evid- 
ence can one desire ot the democracy 
of the BriUab Empire? 

"It Is class that destroys Empires 
—as witness Russia. The British 
peoples are the freest from autocracy 
of any nation in the wide world. 
Here, Chen, you have a flag that may 
be placed side by side with the Ameri- 
can flag ot freedom and fraternity 
It ^Qlalpis. the .same respect and the 
same support. . 

.. "To-day the situation le urgent be 
cause ot the propaganda which is 
being carried on to overthrow exist 
Ing governments and put in power a 
party that would make the despotism 
ot Czradom and Kalserism look like 
u Kindergarton tyranny. The two 
nations, above all others who have 
championed democracy in its best 
fom\ must not fail to stand together 
now. .

DIFFICULTIES OF. 
ROCKET.PROJECT 

Article on the Possibility of 
Reaching the Moon By 
Rocket. 



•'Writing In "Tho Graphie" ilvv.- 
don) of the project of reachins tlie 
moon by rocket, recently pnt forili 
by Professor Robert H. Goddaid. of 
Clark Collece. Worcester, .Mass., 
George F. .Moncll points out the fol- 
loMlng difficulties : —

tho rocket needs to travel at some- 
thing over six miles a sorond— Ihst is.

bodies wlipn ibpy speed lltroiiKli tho 
air are Kub.teet to friciio-.i. and if they 
travel at even two mlJos a second the 
friction against the nir"^ iVsiIfficli nt 
to generate a tremendous boat,, ^yhilp 
at a greater rate a consuming white 
heat is soon reached, even If the body 
be of steel."

Peterson declared that "the true 
pnaition of a university, as such, is 
not to turn out recruits for the pro- 
fc'rslons, but to prepare men ftnd wo- 
mon, by the discipline of study, ^or 
thf whol<' of their after life"; and 
that waa the principle which guided 
him throughtilit ^is twenty (our yeans 
of office at McOill. TJte dignity of 
his high office was well maintained, 
and Dr. Peterson did much not only In 
hill home domain, but .icross the 
ocean and In the great republic to the 
eouth to uphold and advance the 
standard of old M<iG|III. 

His term of o^ice coincided with 
hig events in the life of the univer 
slly. Tho McCiill of to-day U a very 
different McGill from that of 1S95, 
thanks, principally of course, to the 
generosity of men like the late Lord 
Strathcona, to the late Sir William 
Macdonaid and other public-spLrited 
citlzt'iiH, litil alHo very largely to the 
fori!sighl of Principal Peterson, who, 
looking ahead, managed to imhtic 
these groat citizens with hia breadth 
of -view and his spirit of optimism.

Oddly enougli he had a near view 
of tho actual outbreak of the war, 
being on u visit to the Motherland 
when tho declaration came. i. .-Attor 
that ho busied hlmaidf with voice and 
pen in giving widespread pulbllclty to 
the Justice of the cause of the Allies. 

Tho very large proportion of Its 
graduates and undergra<hiati>s who 
went o\it on active tervlce during tile 
war waa a proof of tho strongly Brit- 
ish spirit which bad permeated the 
University. 

, In tlie literary sphere Sir William 
bad won considerable rwognltlon as 
editor of cjuintllllan'.s "Institutes of 
Oratory," Tucltus's "Dialogue on 
Oratar>\" and Cicero's speech "For 
Cluentius," "The Cluna M.S. of Ci- 
cero," Cicero's "Verrine Oratiour" 
and Cicero's "Post Rejlllum Oru- 
tlons." HlH editions of these classicB 
were all prepared with scrupulous 
care and ranked with the finest spéci- 
mens of tho scholarship of the dny. 
In 19 16" be published "Canadlau Ua- 
says and Addresses." 

In 1885 Dr. Peterson marrlwl M'.ns
